On the charge that he received 
money unlawfully for the purpose of 
influencing an election the Bourbon 
County Grand Jury sitting at the 
March term of the Bourbon Circuit 
Court returned an indictment against 
Mayor John T. Hinton, _of this city, 
but by order of the court thb indict- 
ment was withheld from the public 
until late last week and after bench 
warrants had been issued and served. 

The indictment against Mayor Hin- 
ton was the reeult of the investigation 
which was in progress at the early 
session of the grand jury and the 
probe was made into the alleged elec- 
tion frauds at the instance of Judge 
Robert L. Stout, who instructed the 
body to conduct an investigation along 
these lines with a view ot unearthing 
an alleged Ecandal referred to in the 
speech of Hon, J. Campbell Cantrill in 
his spaech here several weeks ago in 
the interest of his candidacy for Con- 
gress 

The indictment of Mayor Hinton 
grew out of alleged frauds which were 
said to have been perpetrated in the 
third Ward in this city during the 
flection last November when, it is 
r said, Mayor Hinton received from the 
First National Bank of Paris, the sum 
of $700 to be used to influence the 
voters cf this ward and bring about 
the election of Harry Baldwir, a 
Dpmocrat, over J. VV. Laikin, a re- 
publican. 

By the terms of the alleged deal 
entered into by James McClure, 
cashier cf the First National Bank 
and others and Mayor Hintcn, the lat- 
ter it is claimed agreed to vote his 
stock in the Agricultural Bank of 
Paris cn the question of merging the 
two institutions, and consolidate under 
the First National. According to the 
rumor which was circulated Mayor 
Hinton failed to comply with his part 
of the a'rgeement. 

When the Grand ^ury met three 
weeks ago the investigation of the 
alleged frauds referred to by Judge 
Stout were overlooked and the matter 
of probing into the Third Ward elec- 
tion was assumed. James McClure, 
cashier of the Frst National. M. R. 
Jacoby, Roy Clendenin, Thos. H. 
Clay, Jr., Stamps Moore, C. C. Clarke 
and others were summoned before the 
body it is said and testified in the case 
before that body, as bsing witnesses 
to the deal made with Mayor Hinton, 
and upon this evidence the indictment 
was-returned. - - *^v& : C > ZZ.«& 
The evidence given before the grand 
jury, it is claimed, was sufficient to 
indict all parties to the alleged trans- 
action, but from the fact that only 
one indictment was returned the mat- 
ter reflects upon the integrity cf the 
grand jury and from an ur.abi.sed point 
of view shows clearly upon the face of 
the situation that Mayor Hinton was 
the victim of a conspiracy. 

According to the statement of May- 
or Hintcn made yesterday the only 
agreement made with the officials 
cf the First National Bank was 
that he would favor a merger tf his 
stock in the Argicultural Bank provid- 
ed the men from the First National 
could show him as they claimed they 
could that the Agricultural stock 
wo'ild be worth more under such 
merger than at present, but up to this 
time thi3 has never been shown ncr 
any attempt made to do §o, and that 
ha did not receive the campaign con- 
tribution of sev^n hundred dollars as 
stated.

Anyone who thinks thost millionaire 
woolen trust magnates at Lawrence, 
Mass., are increasing the salaries of 
their men, women and children mill 
workers out of the generosity of their 
hearts — and out of their own pocket- 
books— is mistaken. They are making 
the American people pay not only the 
amount of the increased wages, but 
every penny of the expense of the 
long strike. 

"The people sympathized with the 
strikers," is the slogan of the mill 
ownera,"now let them shoulder the ex- 
pense." 

Before any wages were increased, 
the woolen trust magnates, who have 
been making profits of from 6 to 75 
per cent on their investment, decided 
to advance the cost of clothing. And 
as a matter of fact the consumers be- 
gan to actually pay increased prices 
for woolens and cottons in anticipation 
uf the increased wages to be paid by 
the woolen trust, before the announce- 
ment of the increased wages was 
made. 

Cotton print?, calicos and the like 
have risen in price at wholesale in 
New York City a quarter of a cent per 
yard in the last ten day?, and mill 
agents predict the increase will reach 
two cents a yard. 

This will make a difference of 5 
cents in an apron and 25 cents in the 
housewife's dress. Men's clothing is 
going up and women's and children's 
dress goods are declared to be the next 
in line. The increases, it is estimated, 
will bring approximately §13,000,000 
into^the coffers of the woolen trust 
within a year. Thus an accommodat- 
ing public will bear the cost of the 
sttike and the increases in wages. 

The men who work such game3 on 
both public and employes are but a 
handful in number. They are just a 
few rich men who own or control the 
majority of the stcck of the wcolen 
trust. It is practically these few men, 
and they alone, who are the bene- 
ficiaries of Schedule K. 

Again the query: How lorg are 
92,000,000 American citizens going to 
stand for a wool tariff which taxes 
them outrageously on every stiich of 
clothing they use in order that a few 
greedy woolen trust magnates may Le 
still fuill..- enriched

Smoking to Be Stopped. 
Statistics gathered through investi- 
gation by the authorities of New York 
city show that 3,245 fires in 1910 and 
3,332 in 1911 were caused by the care- 
lessness of smokers, mostly in places 
of industry. Fire Commissioner John- 
son, who has been studying the laws 
relating to the prevention of fires, as 
well as to their extinguishment, has 
discovered a statute which forbids 
acts which endanger the health or 
safety of any considerable number of 
persons, and he Is going to attempt to 
make it applicable to smoking in fac- 
tories. He has therefore ordered 40,- 
000 notices— printed in English, Yid- 
dish and Italian— forbidding smoking 
in factory buildings.

Injured by Fall Fall from Buggy. 

George Reynold, aged about 19 
years, suffered painful injuries Sunday 
night by a fall from a buggy when his 
horse, becoming frightened, ran away, 
throwing him across a wheel. The 
accident occurred in front of the resi- 
dence of Mr. J. 7. Judy in Millers- 
burg about 8:30 o'clock.

The occu- 
pant of the automobile went to his 
assistance and carried him to the home 
of Mr. Judy, rendering all the assis- 
tance possible before the arrival of 
Dr. W. V. Huffman to whose home the 
injured man was removed at a later 
hour.

Lambs allowed to run 
with their mothers until tha middle of 
summer do not make such good gains 
as those weaned earlier, nor does it 
give a change for their dams to re- 
cuperate for the breeding season in the 
fall. As soon as the lambs are weaned 
they should^be placed in a pasture aa 
far away from their dams as possible. 
Rape or a mixture of oats, peas and 
vetches'aro excellent crops to supple- 
ment the ordinary pastures during the 
summer. Great care must be taken 
however not *o turn the sheep in upon 
the rape when hungry for the rape is 
very damp and "these condition are 
prone to cause bloating and scouring.
